Charles Marvin. Pig lead prices and 
trade are unsatisfactory, and the reas- 
ons therefor are given in our editorial 
columns. Menhaden oil and guano 
are likely to be placed on a tetter 
basis, as a committee are now endeayv- 
oring to secure the names of all manu- 
facturers to an agreement to maintain 
prices. The discussion atout weigh- 
ing turpentine has brought out the 
Aact that adulteration is still practiced 
and that light weight goods are still to 
be found. Efforts are being made to 
improve the stearine qualities of Cey- 
ton cocoanut oil. so that it can com- 
pete in price with Cochin oil, notwith- 
standing the opportunities of the past 
todoso. The Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Viceis given proper credit for 
urging the passage of a bill at Albany 
prohibiting the advertising of reme- 
dies for vile and disgusting diseases. 
The New York Paint and Oil Club 
will enjoy their bi-monthly dinner on 
Thursday and it promises to be a de- 
cided success. 

The subject of how explosives are 
compounded, is continued in this 
issue. Litigation is still in progress 
over the famous lard pool. The par- 
ticulars of a suit witha paper concern 
are given that willinterest dealers in 
chemicals. Some fresh information is 
to hand concerning the production of 
colors from coal tar. Recent rulings 
have been made about the recovery of 
excess duties and undervaluations. A 
dispute of long standing between sev- 
eral cotton oil companies in the South, 
has been settled by a court decision in 
New Orleans. The chemical trade 
everywhere is interested in the em- 
barrassment of the firm of Henry 
Bower & Son of Philadelphia, which 
was unexpected and very unfortunate. 
An extensive fire on Broadway has 
burned out one of the chief cut-rate 
druggists in the city. The cinchona 
industry in Bengal is described. Deal- 
ers in fuller’s earth will be interested 
in an article upon that subject else- 
where. Comparative phosphate rock 
shipments for March are published in 
this issue, and an estimate given of the 
trade in Russian tallow and wax. 
Among our trade items is recorded the 
death of Jokann Hoff, the famous malt 
extract manufacturer, and our obitu- 
ary column contains a notice of the 
demise of J. A. Webb, Jr., a young 
and promising business man in the al- 
cohol trade.

THE PIG LEAD MARKET. 


The anticipated improvement in the 
demand for pig lead has not made its 
appearance with advent of spring 
weather, and the condition of trade 
at the date of present writing is any- 
thing but encouraging to dealers. 
About a week ago there was quitea 
little boom in the western markets, 
and hope sprang to life once more in 
the breasts of those who have been pre- 
dicting better times right along for the 
past two or three months. But it died 
out as suddenly as it came, for the 
week’s business in all of the principal 
markets East and West has been of a 
highly unsatisfactory character. The 
recent history of the trade is some- 
what analagous to that of a year ago. 
It was expected that the demand 
would be very large during March and 
April, but we have almost seen the 
middle of the latter month, and still 
the consumption is backward, Not 
so backward as it might have 
been, for the manufacturers have, on 
the whole, had a very satisfactory 
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trade, but as they have been running 
on lead purchased earlier in the year 
the refiners and dealers in pig have 
had practically no immediate share 
in it. 

The Western dealers, as a rule, have 
become tired of predicting improve- 
ment and content themselves now with 
marvelling at the continued stagna- 
tion of trade. There is, here and 
there, however, some of the sanguine 
feeling left. Among those who enter- 
tain such views the opinion is expressed 
that the lowest water mark has been 
reached, and that a reaction in the 
shape of an improved movement in 
stock if not in prices may be looked 
for. Perhaps the weakening of the 
market in St. Louis last week may 
start this movement, but there js a 
general feeling of dullness, and noth- 
ing short of a large decrease in values 
seems likely to awaken interest among 
the buyers. There does not appear to 
be immediate danger of an important 
decline, judging by reports from West- 
ern authorities on the condition of 
stocks. There seems to be no per- 
ceptible increase at any point and 
none of the refiners, according to these 
reports are anxious sellers. In this 
market there is no particular pressure 
to sell, and in spite of the prevailing 
duilness the price remains quite 
steady.

THE WEIGHT OF TURPENTINE. 


Our discussion of the subject of 
gauging and weighing turpentine, 
which was prompted by the New Eng- 
land Paint and Oil Club, has inter- 
ested general readers and buyers in 
particular, one of whom writes as fol- 
lows : 

NEw York, April 8 
Editor O1u, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

In this week’s number of the Orn, Parnt 
AKD DrvuG REPORTER, I notice an article 
headed “Gauging vs. Weighing Turpentine.” 
The ground taken there is probably largely 
correct, still, I meet some who have a different 
opinion regarding the matter. For your bee 
half, I will give you the result of our weights 
for five years, as follows: 


TURPENTINE AVERAGE WEIGHTS PER GALLON, 





At first glance at the figures, there 
is a suspicion of adulteration either 
with benzine or kerosene, especially in 
the quantity scheduled for the three 
months of this year. The weight of 
turpentine should not go below seven 
pounds to the gallon at any time of 
the year. Of course, there is an ex- 
pansion or contraction according to 
the temperature, but the average 
weight of turpentine ought to be 7.15, 
and the gravity 82 or a fraction below 
or above. It is claimed that pure tur- 
pentine should weigh 7.81 pounds per 
gallon at a temperature of 60, and that 
anything below seven pounds must be 
adulterated. The difference between 
old and new is not sufficieut to cause 
the short weight shown above, anda 
test of the suspected turpentine would 
be quite interesting. Benzine is said 
to weigh on an average 5.42 pounds 
per gallon, naphtha 5.83 and 5.98 
pounds according to test, and kero- 
sene 6.66 pounds. All these articles 
are known to be used more or less in 
spirits turpentine, and we saw samples 
last week that were adulterated from 
ten to forty per cent. The odor of 
benzine could be slightly detected in 
some instances, but a sample that con- 
tained forty per cent. of kerosene 
would be pronounced pure turpentine 
so far as color and odor were con- 
cerned. Considerable fraud could 
therefore be perpetrated with kero- 
gene, as itcan only be detected by a 
hydrometer. 

1t would be interesting to know how 
the weights of our correspondent were 
secured and if they are accurate. The 
lowest weight given above was taken 
in cold weather at a time when tur- 
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traction, and this, together with other 
circumstances would strongly indicate 
an admixture. The naval stores trade 
inform us that the adulteration is not 
done at the South, but at the home 
markets, as distillers have their brands 
to protect and the discovery of manip- 
ulation on their part would ruin their 
business. It is claimed thatonly small 
lots—say from one to five barrels—will 
be found to contain benzine or kero- 
sene, and that a suspicion exists 
against the parties but it is difficult to 
get convicting evideuce. The swind- 
lers ought to be exposed and pun- 
ished. 








THE AGREEMENT IN THE MEN- 
HADEN OIL TRADE. 

Before May 1, the menhaden oil in- 
dustry will no doubt be placed on a 
better working basis, as the special 
committee appointed by the associa- 
tion has been to work, and mapped 
out a plan for all manufacturers to co- 
operate in carrying out. The commit- 
tee met last Friday in this city and 
adopted a form of an agreement which 
will prove acceptable and it ought to 
receive the signature of every manu- 
facturer of oil and guano North and 
South. An agent has been commis- 
sioned to visit every factory and pre- 
sent the agreement for signing. He 
started on this duty last Saturday and 
within two weeks at Jeast, the whole 
field is expected to be covered. When 
the complete returns ure received the 
committee will perform their second 
misson of regulating prices on oil and 
guano for the whole trade, and ad- 
vancing money to holders who are 
compelled through necessity to realize 
on their stocks. Their oil and guano 
will be taken as collateral and sold at 
the market price by the committee at 
the first opportunity, and the agree- 
ment provides that the original owner 
shall receive the full market value of 
his products thus sold. It is merely a 
measure to protect the trade from 
weak holders, and prevent the periodi- 
cal sacrifice of oil and guano at the ex- 
pense of stronger holders, who have to 
suffer a decline in value whenever 
these inroads are made on the market. 
The committee will have to make a 
constant study of the situation in or- 
der to arrive at the true value of the 
proucts, and they will probably find 
the regulation of prices surrounded by 
more difficulties than they imagine, 
but nevertheless, it is the only feasible 
plan for the association to adopt and 
what is worth trying should be done 
well. A unanimous acceptance of the 
agreement will have its influence on 
the market, but it is questionable if 
apy action will be taken looking to 
higher values until the new crop is 
marketed, as trade at present is ‘stale, 
flat and unprofitable.”

THE RUSSIAN PETROLEUM 
TRADE, 


We this week present the readers of 
the REPORTER with a geological map 
of the Apsheron peninsula showing 
the Russian oil producing territory, 
and on which is indicated, for ready 
reference, the drilled wells, natural 
petroleum springs, natural gas open- 
ings, mud volcanoes, asphalt deposits, 
railroads, etc. This map was engraved 
expressly for the REPORTER from a 
copy accompanying the report of U. 8. 
Consular Agent Chambers, of Batoum, 
on the Russian Petroleum Trade, 
which will be found elsewhere in this 
issue. The report by the United States 
representative may be accepted as re- 
liable, although it does not give as 
complete statistics as could be desired. 
However, he gives us all that has been 
obtainable and has left guessing to 
the prolific Eoglish writer who would 
have us believe that the Russians are 
about to supply all the markets of the 
far east and practically drive the 
American product from competition 



































































that the number of refineries in opera- 
tion is 136, although it has been re- 
ported that there are above two hun- 
dred. This discrepancy is explained by 
Mr. Chambers by the statement that 
there are numbers of so-called re- 
fineries of a very primitive character, 
operated for the most part by natives, 
of from five to ten barrels capacity, 
which he regards as not worth men- 
tioning, aud these are taken account 
of by those who would have it appear 
that the industry is so thriving. Of 
the 186 refineries over one hundred 
have only two stills each with an aver- 
age capacity of only seventy-five bar- 
rels per week. The total capacity of 
the 136 refineries is given at 29,084 bar- 
rels per day. The twelve largest re- 
fineries have an aggregate of 216 
stills. The exports of illuminating 
oil during 1885 to all countries 
outside of Russia, and including Tur- 
key, was 26,865,325 gallons, or 
639,650 barrels, of which 282,000 barrels 
was exported to Turkey, leaving only 
857,650 barrels shipped to all other 
countries in Europe. The shipments 
during 1886 showed an increase of 71,- 


428 barrels, or a total of 711,078 barrels. 


Although the price of crude oil at the 
wells is very low, the cost of distilla- 
tion is high and the proportion of illu- 
minating oil is only about thirty per 
cent. This makes the cost of the re- 
fined product come nearer the cost of 
the American than is generally sup- 


posed. 


The very interesting report of Mr. 
Chambers shows the petroleum indus- 


try of Russia to be in a very unsettled 


and rather critical condition, in strong 
contrast to the rosy hue painted by 
Mr. Marvin, who has proved a more 
voluminous than accurate or reliable 


chronicler of Russian petroleum devel- 


opments. The production of the Rus- 
sian fields is variously estimated, but 


all authorities are agreed that it is 


phenomenal, and far exceeds anything 


known to the oil regions of this coun- 
try. From a perusal of Mr. Chambers, 


report, it must become apparent that 


there is no immediate danger of Rus- 


sian oil supplanting American in the 


markets of the far East, as Mr. Marvin 


would have us believe, and as we 


have before shown to be highly im- 


probable. It will require increased fa- 
cilities for distillation and transporta- 


tion, with improvement in the Russian 
product, to enable the Nobles, backed, 
as they are now said to be, by the 
Rothschilds, to seriously interfere with 
our trade in Europe. Their only hope 
is in an important advance in the 
price of American refined, which would 


give them an opportunity to securea 


good part of the trade in Europe.

ADVERTISING PROPRIETARY 
GOODS. 


Under the above caption, the RzE- 
PORTER called attention in its issue of 
March 2 to Assembly bill 93, which is 
intended as an amendment to two 
sections of the Penal Code, relative to 
the suppression of vice in its worst 
forms. In discussing the measure at 
that time we predicted its failure to 
pass on account of an objectionable 
clause pertaining to medical adver- 
tising, and deemed it altogether an ob. 

This opinion had 
been formed from the contents of 
fraudulent circulars which purported 
to give a true gist of the law, but in- 
stead circulated false intormation, 
and as the New York Society 
for the Suppression of Vice in 
father of the proposed amendment to 
existing laws, we concluded that for 
once in its history, the association had 
committed a mistake and that better 
judgment should prevail. Since then, 
a copy of the bill now pending at 
Albany has been carefully examined, 
and we fail to discover an objection- 
able clause, line or word in the pro- 
posed act.

hibited, such as remedies for catarrh, 
eczema, scrofula, bowel complaints, 


hemerrhoids, etc., but it discourages 
the sale of vile decoctions of quack 
doctors and makes it a penal c ffense 
for any paper to publish advertise- 
ments of the same, or for any person 
found guilty of distributing circulars 
relating to private diseases. In ad- 
dition to this feature, the bill covers a 
wide field of usefulness in the effort to 
protect the youth of the land and kill 


off the rampant lasciviousness. 
After an inspection of the measure, 


no law abiding, morally inclined citi- 
zen could reasonably object to it, ex- 
cept from the standpoint that it cur- 
tails individual liberty. It is about 
time that the license of the corruptors 
of morals was being curtailed; their 
liberty to do evil has endangered pub- 
lic safety and necessity demands that 


some such action be taken by the leg- 
islature to protect the homes of this 
community. “Quack” doctors and 


“quack” medicines must be retired to 
oblivion, so far as New York State is 


concerned, and the Society for the 
Suppression of Vice should be encour- 
aged and assisted in their grand work 
to benefit mankind. 

If the Assewblymen at Albany fail 
to give the proposed act proper recog: 
nition or oppose its passage, then we 
are to believe that our legislators are 
in colleague with abortionists and 


other criminals. But should they pass 


it unanimously then the responsibility 

devolves upon Governor Hill, and by 

his acts we shall know him.

CEYLON VS. COCHIN COCOANUT 
OIL. 


A discussion is now in progress at 


Ceylon about the quality of cocoanut 
oil, and the Agricultural Association 
have about decided to investigate the 
causes Which make Cochin oil prefer- 
able to Ceylon on the part of soap 
makers. It is acknowledged that 
Cochin oil is richer in stearine, but the 
difference cannot be accounted for and 


these questions are puzzling their 


brains: Is the poverty of stearine due 
to deficiencies in the soil, or to the 
mode of preparation? If to the for- 
mer, how can the soil best be en- 


riched in the constituents it needs; if 
to the latter, what changes in the 


mode of drying the kernel and extract- 


ing the oil are called for? Even to the 
unprofessional mind it must seem rea- 
sonable that ripe nuts should be richer 
in stearine than immature ones; but 
does the mode of drying them also 


affect the fatty substance in oil which 


gives it its special value? If the tem- 
perature at which oil congeals is a test 
of its richness in stearine, it is worthy 


of note that cold drawn oil, or oil ex- 
tracted from the kernel slightly dried 
congeals sooner than ordinary mill oil. 
This would seem to suggest that too 


much heat, whether ia drying the 


kernel or extractiug the oil reduces the 


stearine. Theinquiry isan interesting 
one, and may beneficially affect their 


trade in Ceylon, and as such deserves 
the attention of the association. 

A solution of the problem is expected 
soon and probably it will result in 
Ceylon oil being a stronger competitor 
of Cochin. It is strunge that the sub- 
ject was not taken up years ago.

A claim has been presented at the Treasury 
Department for the refund of money paid for 
seized property sold as opium, but which 
proved to be nothing but oatmeal. The sale 
was made by the Collector of Customs at Port- 
land, Ore.. and the innocent purchaser was a 
Chinaman named Seid Back. The seizure con- 
sisted of 89 small cans, each of which was de- 
signated as prepared opium, and all were so!d 
as such at the rate of $6 per can. Of this num- 
ber 29 cans contained oatmeal, worth about $1, 
for which the purchaser paid $1.74. The ques- 
tion presented is, shall the Collector be directed 
to refund the money. 


A meeting of the creditors of the Weymouth 
Paper Mills was held at Camden, N..J., on 
Thursday last. Mr. Whitney, of Philadelphia, 
presided. Both Mr. Colwell and Mr. Falton 
presented statements as to the condition of 
affairs, the former placing liabilities at $123,000 
and the latter at about halfthatsum. Mr. Col- 
well also stated that there was a lien of $224,000 
on the property on which the mill is located. 
The statements were so indefinite and so much 
at variance that Messrs. Loughlin and Whit- 
ney, of Philadelphia, and Walter Nichols, ot 
New York, were appointed a committee to ex- 
amine the booksand report at another meet- 
ing of creditors. 


Mr. Johann Hoff, the well-known malt ex- 
tract manufacturer, died at Berlin on March 16, 
aged 61. Mr. Hoff was a native of Upper Si- 
lesia in Eastern Germany, and commenced life 
asaworkman in a brewery. Through unre- 
mitting energy and attention to his duties he 
soon gained a position of some responsibility, 
and later on started business on his own ac- 
count at Breslau as a manufacturer of malt 
preparations. After a few years the city of 
Breslau became too narrow a sphere for Mr. 
Hoff’s energies,and he removed to Berlin, 
where his business attained very extensive pro- 
portions. Hoff’s malt extract was advertised 
all over the globe as a remedy for various ail- 
ments, and its sale on the continent as well as 
in this country must have been a large one, for 
it is certain that it brought its proprietora 
very large fortune. 


Dr. Dundas Dick, the well known manufac- 
turing chemist of this city, was found wan- 
dering aimlessly about in Brooklyn Sunday 
night and shouting at pedestrians. His man- 
ner indicated that he was demented, and a po- 
lice officer placed him under arrest. He is 
now in Raymond street jail under the care of 
three nurses. Dr. Dick *1s been in the patent 
medicine business for more than thirty years, 
and has made several fortunes. His present 
wealth is estimated at over $100,000, and he has 
also quite a nice income from property in this 
city, Brooklyn and Flatbush, He carried on 
business by himself until a year or 80 ago, 
when Mr. Hardie, of the firm of John Robert- 
son & Co., Tubal Cain Iron Works, Brooklyn, 
and Mr. Finnegan, for twenty years a searcher 
in the Kings county Register’s office, became his 


partners. Business has been carried on at 112 


and 114 White street under the firm name of 
Dundas Dick & Co., manufacturing chemists. 
Dr. Dick attended to all the business of the 


concern, and the present trouble is attributed to 
overwork. Dr, Dick is a bachelor, and his only 
relative in this country is his brother, Robert 
Dick, who recently had one of his legs ampu- 


tated in St. Luke’s Hospital. 


OBITUARY. 


JAMES A. WEBB, JR. 





Although a young man whose business career 
was very briet, James A. Webb, jr., had made 
many friends in the trade, to whom the news 
of his death at Madison, N. J., on Wednesday, 
the 6th inst., brought deep-felt sorrow. Mr. 
Webb was a graduate of Princeton College, in 
which he made a splendid record, graduating 
at the head of bis class. In the same year, 
1885, he was admitted to a partnership by his 
father, the firm becoming Jas. A. Webb & Son, 
but his business education had scarcely begun, 
wher, while on a visit to the South two years 
ago, he suffered a severe attack of pneumonia, 
from the effects of which he never recovered. 
In the hope of strengthening his weakened 
lungs he went to the Adirondacks where for 
two summers he camped out with his wife. 
Their winters were spent at Saranac, where 
Mr. Webb became prominently identified with 


church and Sunday school work. He is spok 


of, by those who knew him closely, as a young 
man of exemplary Christian character, and his 
death was a most peaceful and happy one. He 
leaves no family beside his wife, who in her 
deep affliction is comforted by the freely ex-

With regard to the linseed oil market, it may 
be safely predicted that the past week has not 
exhibited any improvement in demand. Nom- 
inally, the market may be said to be about 38 
cents, but it is not characterized by any nota- 
ble degree of firmness. At the same time, 
while the demand is undoubtedly very light, 
holders of oil do not manifest any disposition 
to rush into the market to participate in a vain 
chase affer buyers. The situation as It at pres- 
ent stand#/may be very tersely summarized. 
Buyers of opinion that linseed oil has 
already touched the highest point which it can 
possibly reach for several months to come; on 
the other hand, the general sentiment among 
holders of oil isthat with the brisk revival of 
building which is sure to come with the advent 
of genuine spring weather an improved con- 
sumptive demand is morally bound to make 
itself felt. Buffalo offerings have practically 
disapreared, but (like the shattered vase) they 
still leave their perfume. The general opinion 
here among all parties concerned seems to be 
that an unprovoked and unjustifiable attempt 
to disturb the Chicago oil market has been 
made by parties who neither hoped nor cared 
to sell oil, but whose Ishmaelitic instincts lead 
them to raise their hand against the hand of 
every other man. Little or no Buffalo oil has 
been sold here, and it ig extremely doubtful 
whether those who offered it cared to market 
it. Local crushers do not anticipate any ad- 
vance in price; at the same time they confi- 
dently look for a marked improvement in 
demand as soon as the weather justifies the 
commencement of many large building enter- 
prises at present on the carpet. The strike of 
the carpenters has made iteelf felt to a greater 
or less extent in every branch of the 
building trades, and it is as yet un- 
certain what the outcome of the present 
agitation will be. It seems likely just now 
that the points at issue will be amicably set- 
tled, in which case the impetus thus given to 
building will react favorably upon the linseed 
oil marget. Crushers seem to have made up 
their minds to get 38 cents for ollon hand and 
are apparently satisfied with that price. Were 
it not fora lack of harmony among holders, 
linsecd would undoubtedly be quotable to-day 
at higher figures. Manufacturers have been 
agreeably surprised by the new schedules of 
freight rates. It was generally supposed that 
the cost of transportation of oil from Chicago 
to the seaboard would be somewhat enhanced 
upon the going into effect of the inter state 
law. This supposition was rather confirmed 
by the scramble for freight made by the rail- 
roads during March, when each line gave a 
tangible proof of its desire to gain popularity 
by reduction of about 10 cents to shippers who 
accepted propositions submitted after the dis- 
solution of the pool. This reduction of five 
cents is regarded here as being rather in favor 
of Chicago; certainly it leaves the Eastern mar- 
ket more open to competition from the West 
than it has ever been heretofore. While west- 
ern crushers comment on this fact, I do not 
think that any one of them thinks of taking 
advaotage of the situation. They manfully 
resisted every overture made to them by com- 
mor carriers during last month and it does not 
seem likely that they will now bite at the 
tempting bait offered by some parties, the pre- 
sumable motive for whose action isa desire to 
render the new law so odious as to make its en- 
forcement practically impossible. 


FLAXSEED. 

The course of the flaxseed market during the 
past week-while it may readily beaccoupted for 
by perfectly naturul causes—has proved some- 
what of a surprise. Both cash and May seed 
have fallen toa point certainly below expect- 
ation of some parties who confidently an- 
ticipated a marked advance in the price of seed 
sold for delivery next month. There has been 
noticeable a disposition on the part of a sup- 
posed short May interest to bear cash seed by 
offering comparatively large blocks and the 
circulation of rumors of very heavy arrivals 
about tocome in. As regards receipts, the 
ascertained facts have thrown discredit on the 
rumor, and the seed so offered has found ready 
takers. Still, these offerings, joined to large re 
ceipte, have not been destetute of influence, as 
is shown by the fact that cash seed on Thurs- 
day sold at $106}4 and closed to-day at $1 0s. 
Of course, nothing but a speculative inquiry 
could maintain May seed at its former figures 
in view of the decline in spot and the fact that 
May delivery was sold at $1 08}4 on Thursday 
and that the highest bid to-day was $1 08 would 
seem to show the existence of a tolerably 
strong bear element. 

COTTON OIL. - 

No improvement can be noted in the local 
market in cotton oil, although prices remain 
unchanged. Those brokers who represent 
what is familiarly known as the “independent 
interest” are making no offerings of oil at 
prices lower than those fixed by the combina- 
tion, being apparently content to wait until 
the arrival of the summer season when “off” 
oil will probably be placed upon the market 
with about the same freedom which is ordina- 
rily noticed at that time of the year. The de- 
mand at present may be said to be rather 
light, a fact which may be accounted for by 
the circumstance that a considerable propor- 
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tion of the large buyers are already carrying 
tolerably large stocks. 


LARD OIL, 

There has been less activity in the market in 
lard oil during this week than was nuticed the 
week preceding. It is likely, however, that 
this is only a lull, induced by the comparative 
stagnation which always precedes and follows 
anelection, Lard oil is selling to-day at from 
59@6lc. It would not cause very much gur- 
prise if next week should witness a slight ad- 
vance over these quotations, inasmuch es some 
careful observers rather expect an upward 
turn in lard, 

PAINTS, 

The chief sensation of the week inthe paint 
market has been the offer of Cincinnati firm, 
whose fame is co-extensive with the limits of 
the now defunct combination of corroders, to 
sell white lead directly to consumers without 
the intermediation of agents, jobbers or con- 
signees. Indeed,the coneern referred to openly, 
if not defiantly, declares that, to use the slang 
of the street, it has‘*no use for” jobbers, In 
order to put this declaration into large sized 
capitals this house is offering dry lead to paint 
ers at 544 cents per pound, nominal open quo- 
tations heing 534 cents. Thus far the scheme 
does not appear to have reaped for its pro- 
Jectors as rich a harvest as had been hoped; 
certainly not so far as the Chicago market ia 
concerned, Dry lead is fairly active although it 
can hardly be said that the volume of business 
is equal to that of the corresponding 
period of 1886. Grinders, however, re- 
port a tolerably brisk demand and a 
fair business. The paint trade gener- 
ally continues active and shows no symptoms 
of any speedy decline. By farthe larger pro- 
portion of the inquiry, however, is for mixed 
pairts, the sale of which year by year more 
and more supplanting that of white lead, In- 
deed, so large is the demand that manufactur- 
ers and jobbers find it impossible to fill orders 
as received. 

PIG LEAD, 

The market in pig lead continues dull and 
sales are few andsmall. To-day’s quotations 
in this market are 417}4@422}4c, and in St 
Louis prices range from 4 10@4 20c,tbe former 
being asked for chemical and the latter for sil- 
verized lead. Corroders are atill buying, 
though sparingly. The effect of this policy ‘on 
their part would seem naturally to be to keep 
prices down, asthe amount of lead required 
would thus be taken so gradually that the de- 
mand at any one time would not be sufficient for 
refiners in raising the market. Western smelt- 
ers are rather well pleased with the compara- 
tively sma!l difference between prices here and 
in New York, considering the situation as fav- 
orable to the west for reasons so palpable as 
not to call for explanation. I cannot iearn ef 
any sales of futures; indeed, there is little or no 
inquiry for options. 

DRUGS. 

The week's trade in drugs has shown some- 
what of a falling off from that of a month or 
so ago. Tbe demand from the country has 
probably lessened in eonsequence of the farms 
ers being too busy to devote any time to other 
pursuits than farming. Those who have 
watched the market most closely think that 
they can detect slight symptoms of a reaction 
from the upward tendency which has asa rule 
characterized prices since the first of January. 
This is probably attributable to the fact that 
many jobbersare carrying larger stocks than 
are likely to be soon absorbed by the present 
demand. Citric acid and glycerine may be 
mentioned as straws which seem to indicate 
that the flood tide has been reached, and that 
the ebb may now be looked for; exactly how 
far along the coast the waters will recede re- 
mains tobe seen. The reaction in opium isa 
cause of satisfaction to dealers generally, who 
regarded the recent bull movement in the 
drug with suspicion and disfavor. In this con- 
nection itis worthy of remark that one of the 
leading Chicago houses did not advance its 
price for opium above $425 during the flurry, 
and still maintains it to-day despite the fact 
that quotations are a trifie lower. Iodine and 
the iodides continue very firm. There does 
not appear to have been any justification for 
the expectation of some dealers that iodine 
would soon exhibit any sy mptoms of weak- 
ness; on the contrary, the tendency observ- 
able is rather toward greater firmness. It ap- 
pears iikeiy that the effect of the interstate law 
upon the Chicago drug trade will prove bene- 
ficial. This point being a terminus, deaiers 
here will be able to avoid payment of freight 
rates for “two loxals,” and jobbers at interior 
points will soon find it more difficult than ever 
to compete with their Chicago rivals. Al- 
ready-the volume of business done by this city 
with the country west of the Missouri river is 
rapidly increasing in extent of territory as 
wellas magnitude, and the probabilities are 
that it will be still more largely increased by 
the adoption of the new freight tariffs which 
the law renders necessary. CALUMET.

Recovery of Excess Duties. 

The recent important decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in a case involving the 
right of an importer to maintain a suit to re- 
cover an excess of duty after the goods in the 
importation had passed into his possession, is 
creating some discussion among the city mer- 
chants, Isaac Phillips, a custom house expert, 
has called the attention of the Chamber of 
Commerce to the matter. Mr. Phillips says: 
“The decision, which changes materially the 
hitherto practice under the law in reference t.» 
bringing and maintaining suits against collect- 
ors to recover back duties illegally exacted in 
excess of tariff requirements, should be well 
understood by importers of foreign merchan- 
dise, For many years it bas been deemed law- 
ful in entering goods for consumption to pay 
an estimated amount of duty, and to obtain at 
once possession of all the goods, excepting 
such of the packages as might be ordered to 
the public store for appraisal. On the report 
of the appraiser the entry would be liquidated 
accordingly, and if it was found on liquidation 
that the estimated aniount of duty was greater 
than required by law, the excess was ascer- 
tained and the difference at once refunded to 
the importer. If, however, per contra, the 
liquidated amount, on report of appraiser, or 
action by the collector, was found to ex- 
ceed the amount originally estimated, the 
importer was immediately notified to pay 
up the balance to reach the liquidated 
amount, which was usually done imme- 
diately: and if the importer was dissatis- 
fied with the amount he was cailed upon to 
pay, or if he was satisfied with the amount or- 
iginally estimated, he conid, within ten days 
from the liquidation, protest against the excess 
he claimed, and commence suit to cover the 
excess paid within ninety days after the decis- 
ion of the Secretary of the Treasury. In the 
meaowbile the importer paid the full amount 
exacted by the liquidation of the eatry, and 
had possession of all the goods embraced in the 
importation. Now the Supreme Court says 
that this practice is illegal, and that if the im- 
porter pays the dcty demand3d on the liq- 
uidation—haviog previously taken into his po:- 
e3sion the merchandise comprising the impor- 
tation—he has no redress from the Government 
or Collector, because the law says he shall only 
maintain an action to recover back any excess 
paid, provided he shall have made payment 
under protest,and in order to obtain possession 
of merchandise imported for him, and, there- 
fore since be was already in possession cf his 
goods, the payment was voluntary. 

“The result of this new law is, that the im- 
porter if he desiresto attack the amount of 
duty demanded, must leave his importation in 
possession of the Collector until the duties are 
finally and fully liquidated and paid under pro- 
test,”’ 

Justus Schwab says the decision creates a 
fearful condition of things.

Fuller’s Earth. 


Some interesting information regarding the 
mining and refining of Fuller’s earth is given 
inarecent issue of Bladud, a weekly paper 
published in Bath, Eog. Fuller’s earth is 
found in considerable quantities in many 
places in the neighborhood of Lansdown, 
Combe Down, Wellow and Midford—and in all 
these places it has the same geological charac- 
teristics, that is to say, it crops out, in all cases, 
about 80 feet below the brow of the hill and 
runs in a horizontal seam about four feet deep 
right across to the opposite side, where it again 
comes to the surface. The outer portion of 
this seam, for about 100 feet into the ground 
on either side, is of a yellow color, while the 
earth in the middie is all blue. This effect is, 
the writer believes, produced by its grcater or 
leeser proximity to the surface strata in each 
case. Although the color of the earth varies in 
this way the chemical composition of the two 
kinds is precisely the same, and opinions differ 
as to which is the best. It would appear, how- 
ever, that the consumers have their own ideas 
on the subject, those who use blue earth re- 
fusing with svorn the yellow variety while the 
purchasers of the latter are equally decided in 
their condemnation of the bluse, The process 
of preparing the earth forthe market, as used 
at one of the refining works, consistsof a new 
and simple process for separating the pure tul- 
lers earth from all extraneous matter, such as 
shelis stone gravel and insoluble lime. The 
earth is then thoroughly dried and is ready for 
sale. The works described by this writer are 
situated in the valley near a canal to facilitate 
shippiog, and as the deposit of earth is at the 
top of the hill at a considerable distance 
up the val ey such natural means as are offered 
are taken advantage of to transport the raw 
stock from the mines to the works. A small 
stream of water which runs at the base of the 
hill carries the earth down to the woras and at 
the same time prepares it to a great extent be- 
fore it reaches its destination. It is done in 
this wey: From the spot where the raw earth 
is dug out of the bill side a double line of rails 
is laid to the bottom of the valley—a very steep 
incline. Theearth is run down these rails in 
trucks, which travel by their own weight, each 
full one, as it descend’, drawing up ao empty 
one on the other line, the rope passing round

reaches the bottom of the hill it is put intoa 
“pug-mill” and ground up, with about three 
times its own bulk of water. Tbis pug-mill is 
worked 'y a steam engine and consiste, esser- 
tially, of a large circular vat or tank round 
which two heavy rollers are constantly travel- 
ing, so as to thoroughly crush, disintegrate 
and, generally speakiog. churn up the m xture 
of earth and water. When the churning is 
completed the compound, technically known 
as‘‘slurry,” is turned into a series of little 
tanke, or ‘‘catch-pits,’’ close to the engine. All 
the pure Fullers’s earth is now in a state of 
suspension, being but little heavier than the 
water. The coarser matters, however—gravel 
and stones and such-];ke—soon sink to the bct- 
tom by their own weight, anda great deal of 
the purification is thus speedily accomplished. 

The pea-soupy-looking fluid, containing still 
a certain amount of extraneous matter, is then 
allowe* to run into along earthenware drain, 
laid underground, which carries it straight 
down to the works, nearly a mileaway. When 
it emerges at the other end it is caughtiaa 
long shallow trough called a “maggie.” As it 
slowly flows along this trough ail the particles 
of dirt and sand, which keep sinking to the 
bottom, are caught and detained by a series of 
little wooden steps placed across the bottom, 
which rise only a short way up into the liquid, 
It is, in fact, a kind of inverted process of 
skimming. When it reaches the end of the 
t'ough itisin a perfectly pure condition and 
only requires to have the water dried out of it. 
Itisfirct rua into enormous tanks, of which 
there are four at the works, the largest capa- 
ble of holding somewhere about 1,000 tons. 
Here itis allowed to stand until the gradual 
settlement of the suspended earth allows the 
water to rise tothe top. The tank is provided 
with a kind of sluice gate and a board with 
perpendicular row of holes, about two inches 
in diameter, stopped by wooden pegs, so that 
when the sediment bas sunk below any one of 
these holes the pez can be knocked out and 
the surface water allowed to drain off. At 
inst it will sink no lower, the last peg hole has 
done ite work, and a damp mass remains at the 
bottom, To bring it to this cond-tion gener- 
aily requires about thirty days. 

The remaining moisture is driven cff by 
means of heat. The first etep in this process is 
to put it into an enormous tank, under cover 
169 teet long, with a floor made of porous 
tiles. Underneath this floor are nine wide 
flues, running from a furnace at one end of 
the drying tank to a tall chimney which stands 
at some distance from the other end. Tha 
strong draught, together with the rarefaction 
of the air by heat, has a tendency to producea 
vacuum in the lo:-g flues that run underneath 
the half ¢ry “slurry”’ in the tank, and so strong 
is this tendency that the water r. maining in it 
is drawn down into the flue, in the shape of 
steam, through the earth and porous floor, and 
isexpelled in a cloud at the top of the tall 
chimney. While this process is going on the 
tank looks like a great cauldron of boiling 
mud, the surface heaving and quivering, and 
covered with bubbies which rise in every di- 
rection and burst in little jets of steam. At 
the end of this process the earth is put into 
sacks for shipment to market. 

Fuller’s earth ig used principally for scour- 
ing and fulling cloth, because it bas the prop- 
erty of readily absorbing all oll and greasy 
substances. Besides its utility in the cloth 
manufactury it is largely used for refining oil 
and is also employed in dressing wounds, while 
of its soothing qualities when applied to the 
skin more will shortly be heard.

The Russian Petroleum Trade. 

REPORT OF CONSULAR AGENT CHAMBERS. 

I have delayed giving information con- 
cerning the Russian petroieum industry be- 
sause Of the great difficulty I have experienced 
in obtaining reliable statistics regarding the 
business, Not that there is a lack of statistics, 
for, on the contrary, their volume is bewi!der- 
inc, especially when one tries to make those 
emanating from different sources agree. 

There are several places in Russia where pe- 
troleum has been found, but there is only one 
place where it has been found in such quanti- 
ti-aas to tbreaten serious competition to tte 
American product, and that isin the Baku dit- 
trict, 80 called from ite proximity to the town 
Baku. This town ie an ancient walled Persian 
town, but has been in the possession of Russia 
for many years, and Is situated upon the shores 
of the Caspian Sea, 400 milessouth of the Volga 
River, and 560 miles by rail east of Batowum, on 
the Black Sea. The city, it is claimed, has a 
population of more than 60,000, or about five 
times as great a population as it had in 18°0, 
and is still growing. Isis also improving very 
much in appearance. The old walls are being 
gradually removed (but it will require mary 
years to entirely obliterate them) to meke 
roown for modern (for Russian) buildings and 
good streets. The streets are being paved with 
fine cobble stones, which renders unnecessary 
their former treatment several times each sum- 
mer toa good dose of “mazott” (petroleum 
residuum) to keep the dust and sand from euf- 
focating the inhabitants. The paving is well 
done, but not suffisiently well done to prevent 
the occasional high winds from tearing up tne 
stones, or the eudden flood from washing them 
away. 

The climate is tropical and the population 
largely Asiatic—Tartars, Armenians and Per- 
sians. Only an insignificant proportion of the 
population is European, and that is thoroughly 
mixed, as every European nation is repr. - 
sented; and there are also a few Americans, 

The industry of the city is, of course, petro- 
leum in all its branchee, but aa it is the princi- 
pal port of th» Caspian Sea, it has also a con- 
siderable trade in rice, grain and other Persian 
produc‘s. 

The country about Baku, as far as 260 miies 
west, is very dry and burned looking in sum- 
mer, with a soil similar to that of Southern 
California,in the valleys, which produce fair 
crops of grain, usually harvested in June. It 
isinterspersed with hillstotally barren, and salt 
iakes. There are also small lakes or ponds of 
fresh water, very far apart, in the vicinity of 
which there is always more or less vegetation. 
Fresh water, or what is accepted for fresh 
water in Baku, is very scarce and expensive, 
as it is carried to the city from a distance of 4 
or 5 miles in large earthenware jugs upon the 
backs of small donkeys. 


THE PETROLEUM FIELDS. 

The great petroleum producing district ig 
about 8 miles north of Baku, and is called 
Balakheni, taking the name of the Tartar vil- 
lage near it. D'‘fferent parts of the district are 
known by other names, such as Sabunchi 
on the south, the Garden on the east, and 
Sbaitan Bazar in the center; and local statis- 
ticlans have again subdivided the fields into 
groups, of which there are 17 in the Ba'akhani 
district and 1 at Surakbani, about 5 miles 
southeast of the main district. At Surakhani 
there have been 23 wells drilled, the last one I 
think about the year 1879, but I find no esti- 
mate for the production of thesa wells, and 
I understand that they have produced little or 
no oil for several years. There is also a large 
refinery at Surakhani, which is supplied with 
crude oil by pipe line from Balakhani. 

Between 2 and 3 miles south of Baku, on the 
seashore, is another producing district, the area 
of which, as at present divided, is very smal), 
called Bibi-Eibat. Twenty-two weils have been 
drilled here, and 14 of them were producing in 
July. In September one of these wells was 
drilled deeper, resulting in a large fl»w of oil. 
The production of this well. it was claimed, was 
from 30,000 to 40,000 barre's (42 gallons) per day 
for fifteen days, after which it ceased to flow 
entirely. This well was less than 700 feet deep, 
but it was the deepest well in the Bibi-Eibat 
district, and had been producing from ashal- 
lower depth for two years. There isalsoa 
large and very modern refinery at this place, 


HISTORICAL NOTES, 

Petroleu, or “neft,” as tbe Russians call it, 
was known to exist in the vicinity of Baka 
hundreds of years ago, but the earliest records 
of production are from the years 1821 to 1825, in 
which years the Government revenue from pe- 
troleum was 131,000 rubles. In 1832the produc- 
tion was about 750,000 gallops. Since 1832 a 
record of the annua! production has been kept, 
which reccrd shows a very small increase until 
the year 1870, when the production reached 
8,500,000 galions, The business untii 1873 was a 
Government monopoly, held at various times 
by different people, the last holder being an 
American named Mirzoeff, whe at that time 
was a very wealthy map, having, itissaid, made 
his fortune out of the monopoly. The produc- 
tion was also subject to an excise tax, which 
must hare been a heavy charge upon the in- 
dustry, as the amount of this tax from the year 
1878 to 1877 was more than $1,000,000 on a pro- 
duction approximating 200,000,900 gallons. 

The monopoly was abolished in 1873, the busi- 
nets thereafter being open to all whu wished to 
engage in it, and after September 1, 1877, the 
exciege tax was also abolished, 
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sam, tlewing are the official figures for the 
output of petroleum products from 
for the last five years (in gallons):

This 
shows an abundance of refining capacity, as 
the product of the refineries in 1885 was not 
more thar half of this estimate. 


METHODS OF REFINING AND PRODUCS. 

The method of refining petroleum at Chor- 
nai Gorod is substantially the same as in Amer- 
ica. Smaller stillsare used than are used in 
America, and they can be “run” oftener. The 
stills used in the more modern works are ger- 
erally of about 125 barrels (42 gallons) capacity, 
and with this size still three to four runs every 
twenty-four hours can be made, as only 25 to 
85 per cent. is run off, the residuum being fluid 
and easily run out of these atills into smaller 
ones, from which another distillate is taken off 
for solar and lubricating oils. consequently 
there is no necessity of vleaning the stills after 
every run, and they last for years. The clean- 
ing and deodorizing of the distillate is done in 
the American manner, but requires more 
chemicals than the American distillate. 

The average yield in merchantable products 
of Russian crude petroleum is very difficult to 
ascertain, every refiner obtaining, apparently, 
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= little stone hut, of the | pacity, astwo bundred working days in the | called illuminant. Refiners working for pres- 


ent profits only, make generally a very high 
fire-test refined, some of it so high that it can- 
not be burned in an ordinary lamp. The larg- 
er refiners whose interests are of sufficient im- 
portance to make them look forward to estab- 
lishing a permanent business, and consequent- 
ly a good reputation for their products, adopt- 
ed some years ago, by mutual agreement, the 
standard test of 25 deg. C., for their illuminat- 
ing oil, believing that to be a sufficiently high 
test for safety and good burning qualities. 
Lamps for burning Russian refined have been 
greatly improved in the past few years, and it 
is now thought that a higher test oil can be 
used, Consequently in March last the Russian 
authorities notified the Baku refiners that after 
a date to be thereafter fixed all refined must be 
made 28 deg. C. fire test, but the date for this 
to take effect has not been fixed up to the pres- 
ent time. 

I have been unable to ascertain the exact 
wording of this order regarding fire-test, and 
cannot be sure if it is intended to provide 
against a higher or a lower test than 28 deg. C. 
Without a provision against a‘much higher 
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different results, and very few refiners keep- 
ing accurate records of those results; conse- 
quently I can only take the figures at which 
numerous contracts have been made for an 
average, i. e., 344 poods of crude for 1 pood of 
refined, or about 2844 to 29 per cent. Nobel 
Bros. claim to be able to take 35 per cent. illu- 
minant from the crude, and say they can get & 
still greater yield, but the expense will not jus- 
tify it at present prices for crude. But Nobels 
are always experimenting, with the assistance 
of able chemists, and Iam sure no other re- 
finer gets such a large yield of refined oil from 
the crude. 


TEST. 

There is ne legal fire-test for refined petro- 
leum in Russia, consequently the refiners make 
just such goods as they find most profitable,and 
many of them, in fact almost all of the smaller 
refiners, find it profitable to make very bad oil. 
Russian bad oil, however, differs materially 
from American oil of an inferior quality, be- 
cause it can be handied without danger, as the 
higher the fire-test the greater the yield of so- 
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test than 28 deg. O. it seems as if little protec- 
tion against bad refined would be gained. 
There would apparently be no object in mak- 
ing a lower-test refined from a crude of 0.865 
specific gravity, yleldiag less than 1 per cent. 
of benzine (epec. 0690). Only a few weeks ago 
a leading refiner declared in my hearing that 
he would prefer a test of 50 deg. C. to 28 deg. 


QUALITY OF THE OIL. 

Even here in Russia there is a great differ- 
ence of opinion as to the relative merits of 
Russian and American illuminating oi], and 
while it is not generally asserted that the Rus- 
sian retined can be made as good an illuminant 
as the American, there is no doubt that it can 
and is made to burn quite good enough for all 
purposes, and emits no disagreeable odor while 
burning. 

After taking from Russian crude oil, say 80 
per cent. illuminating distillate,about 15 per 
cent. is taken from the rediduum, which is 
called “solar oil,” and which, although a nice- 
looking white oil, is too high fire-test to burn 
in ordinary lamps, and not sufficiently good 
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for lubricating purposes. This is generally 
mixed with the ‘‘astatki,” or crude residuum, 
although the last Baku congress of petroleum 
people “Resolved that its use should be made 
compulsory for the purpose of lighting public 
buildings, theaters, circuses, hotels, &c., that 
the use of kerosene (refined) should be prohib- 


ited in such buildings, and that the ordinary 
restrictions applied to mineral oils in transpor- 
tation, storage, &c., should be taken off solar 
oil, and it placed in the same category with 
vegetable oils.’’ This is, however, only a petro- 
leum producer’s resolution, which will be un- 
derstood no doubt in America. after the solar 
oil is taken, the lubricating oil distillate is taken 
off, and varies from 20 per cent. to 26 per cent. 
From this distillate a very good lubricant is 
made, as it is affected neither by intense heat 
nor great cold. The lubricating oil is made in 
Baku, but great quantities of the distillate are 
also shipped to England, France, Belgium and 
Germany, and there purified and made into 
lubricating oils. After the foregoing propor- 
tions are taken from the crude, the residuum, 
down to about 15 per cent. of the whole is 
taken off, and generally mixed with the solar

oil. This is called “astatki” or crude residuum 
and is the fuel of Southeastern Russia. As the 
Caspian and Volga eteamers, many of the rail- 
ways in Eastern Russia, and the Transcaucas- 
ian Railway use it for fuel, there isa great de- 
mand forit, and it selfs at an average price of 
1-10 cent per gallon free on board cars or 
steamers at Baku. The 15 per cent. left in the 
still is called “*mazoot,” and, as it will not burn, 
is a total waste. Afew yearsago it was used 
in limit+d quantities to sprinkle the streets of 
Baku, which was a very good idea from a san- 
itary point of view. 

Estimated as above, the yield of Russian 
crude in merchantable products is about 85 
per cent., as follows: 
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The great market for Russian petroleum is 
of course Russia itself, where it is pretected 
from American competition by a prohib- 
itory tariff. The Russian markets are 
reached principally by water transportation, 
via Caspian Sea and Volga River, to the east- 
ern termini of the Russian railways, and 
thence by railway. Barrels were formerly 
used for the transportation; several barrel fac- 
tories were erected at Baku and one at Tsar- 
itzin on the Volga, The machinery in these 
factories is principally of German manufac- 
ture, ard when made was probably as good as 
any in America. Now, however, it is not up 
to the American machinery for the same pur- 
pose. Labor was, however, cheaper than 
steam, and the steam barrel works were a fail- 
ure, Lumber for barrels was also expensive, 
and the increased demand which came with the 
increased production made some other method 
of transportation absolutely necessary, and the 
result wastho construction for Nobel Bros., 
in Sweden, ofa steamer to carry petroleum 
in bulk, which proved a great success, and 
completely done away with the use of barrels 
in the Baku trade. Nobels now have thirteen 
ofthese steamers in service, carrying from 
4,000 to 6,000 barrels each, all of which were 
constructed in Sweden and brought from the 
Baltic Sea via canal to the Volga River. The 
short locks in the canal necessitate the steamers 
being constructed so as to be taken through in 
two pleces and again joined together when the 
Volga is reached. This method of getting the 
steamers to the Caspian is of course very te- 
diousand expensive, notwithstanding which 
there isnow a large fleet of them in service. 

The petroleum products are carried in these 
bulk steamers toa pointatthe mouth of the 
Volga River called “Davit Foot” (meaning 9 
feet of water), about 400 miles north of Baku 
and 90 miles frow Astrakhan, where they are 
transferred into barges which are towed by 
small steam tug-boats to the various distribut- 
ing points on the Volga, where tanks have 
been constructed for their reception and ar- 
rangements made for railway shipments. The 
chief distributing point upon the Volga is Tsar- 
itzin, about 850 miles from Astrakhan, but there 
is also tankage at Saratof, Kazan, and Nijai- 
Novgorod. From these points it is distributed 
all over Russia in tank-cars, Someis also ex- 
ported to Germany via Riga and Libau (by sea) 
Eidtkunen by railway, and to Austria via War- 
saw and Bredy and Pod Volochisk. Owing to 
the gauge of the Russian railway system being 
6 feet, while that of the continental railway 
system is the “standard” gauge, another trans- 
fer of the oil must bo made at Eidtkunen.for 
Germany,und at Warsaw, Brody, and Pod 
Volochisk for Austria. 


The number of tank-cars in service upon Rus- 
sian railways north of the Caucasus is 2,500, or 
was a few months ago, asthe number is con- 
stantly being increased. The tank-car is of the 
same style asthe modern American tanks, but 
of uniform size and capacity, holding, nomin- 
ally, 600 poods, although usually taking 660 
Ppoods or about 3,200 gallons, 

Previous to the year 1883 all petroleum pro- 
ducts were shipped from Baku by water. In 
that year the completion of the Transcau- 
casian railway provided another outlet via rail- 
way to the Black Sea. Two ports on the Black 
sea, Poti and Batoum, were available for the 
export trade, but Batoum wasselected by this 
trade because of the superiority of its harbor 
and the advantage of its being a free port. The 
railway company provided tank-cars to the 
number of 475 in 1883, and a can and case 
factory of a capacity af about 7,000 cans and 
8,500 cases per day, was erected by a large 
refiner and dealer in Russian oil, the ma- 
chinery necessary, together with the work- 
men to put itin running order, coming from 
America. Others also started 'to manufacture 
cans and cases by hand, and the business in- 
creased so rapidly that in 1884 and 1885 the rail- 
way company added 750 more tank-cars to its 
rolling stock, and will, I understand, put on a 
number of new tank-cars this year. Owing to 
the high price of American petroleum in the 
Levant during the years 1884 and 1885 the Bat- 
oum dealers had a large and increasing busi- 
ness at good profits in the Levantine ports. In 
January, this year, the Russian Transportation 
and Trading Company brought from Sweden, 
where it was constructed,a large steamer to 
carry oil in bulk between Batoum, Odessa, and 
Other Russian porte. This steamer carries 
about £50,000 gallons, and in the same month 
another steamer of about the same sizo took 
her first cargo of oilin bulk to Antwerp, hav- 
ing been chartered for three years for tho trade 
between Batoum and Antwerp. Since then 
three more English-bullt bulk-carrying steam- 
tre, taking about 60),000 gallons each, have 
taken cargoes to Trieste, Fiume,and Hamburg. 
One other smaller steamer will be here in a few 
days, which will make the total number in the 
trade at present six, witha carrying capacity 
(to the porta for which they are chartered) of 
60,000,000 gallons per year. Itis said that by 
the lst of January next there will be three 
more bulk-carrying steamors here for cargo, 
which willadd about 15,000,000 gallons to the 
bulk-carrying capacity. 

PROSPECTS OF THE INDUSTRY. 

The outiook for the Batoum trade in the 
early spring of the present ycar was very fav- 
orable. Th scarcity ofmoney and the con- 
sequent high rate of interest (money is always 
worth 20 per cent. per annum at Baku, and ag 
high as 50 per cent., it js gaid, has been paid and 


any rate of interest) had causeda crisisin the 
trade at Baku, and the prices for both crude 
and refined oil declined to almost nothing. The 
price of crude for several months was quoted 
at 24% cents per barrel, with no buyers, while 
refined was sold as low as three-fourths to 1 
cent per gallon free on board Baku. Sea and 
ocean freights were also very low, and this 
combination of circumstances made it appear 
almosta certainty that the Russian refined 
would drive the American article out of the 
Levant marketsin a very short time, and 
eventually out of many European markets, 
But unfortunately for the Batoum trade, this 
bright outlook was of short duration. In April, 
in the Levantine markets, which the Batoum 
people, owing to their proximity. looked upon 
as wholly their own, the prices of American re- 
fined began to decline in sympathy, no doubt, 
with the declining price of crude in America, 
atabout thesame time prices at Baku com- 
menced to advance, owing to the increased de- 
mand after the Volga navigation opened.These 
circumstances did not seem to check the trade 
here. The railway was pushed to its utmost 
capacity,new tankage was erected (the total 
amount of tankage at this port is now about 
24,000,0000 gallons), pipe lines were laid to load 
bulk steamers, the port was crowded with ves- 
sels, chartered at ruinously low rates to own- 
ers,and until July no decline inthe yolums of 
the business was perceptible. 

In July came the imperial ukase abolishing 
the free port at Batoum, making Batoum a 
regular Ruasian port, to enter which all im- 
ports must pay the high Russian tariff. This 
was undoubtedly a blow for the can and case 
industry, as all tin plate usedin the manufac- 
ture of cans is imported, and the duty upon it 
almost doubles its costat Batoum. The Rus- 
sian authorities intimated that the duty paid 
upon tin plate would Le refunded, when the 
tin was exportedin the shape of petro‘eum 
cans, but up until October no_ ar- 
rangement was made for this purpose. 
In that month the matter was  ar- 
ranged by the custom house authorities open- 
ing an account-current with importers, charg- 
ing them with duty on tin imported, and cred- 
iting them with the amount when the tin is ex- 
ported in the ehape of petroleum cans, the im- 
porters depositing Russian gold bonds with the 
custom house anthorities to secure the credit 
thus giventhem. As only gold bonds are ac- 
cepted by the custom house, this necessitates a 
great increase of capital, which it is impossible 
for many of the small manufacturers to pro- 
cure. The large can and case factory here has 
been bought by the Paris Rothschilds, and as 
they do not lack capital, it is generally be- 
lieved that they, with perhaps one or two other 
large dealers, will eventually monopolize the 
case trade here. At present, while prices are 
not so high at Baku es in summer, they are 
fully as high here, because of the limited trans- 
portation facilities of the railway. Sea and 
ocean freights have advanced, and the Ameri- 
can prices continue very low in the Levant. 
These circumstances, together with the in- 
creased demand for refined fr tank-steamer 
shipments have caused a great reduction of the 
case trade in the last two months, and although 
this trade is now showing signs of improve- 
ment, its future does not look particularly 
bright,from a Russian standpoint. Notwith- 
standing it is freely admitted that there has 
been no profit in tank-steamer shipment thus 
far, new steamers, as I have before shown, are 
coming into thistrade, It will require at least 
75,000,000 gallons next year to keep the tank 
steamers that will then be in this trade profit- 
ably employed. In addition to this, the de- 
mand for oil for case shipment will certainly 
increase. 

In 1885, as will be seen by statistics annexed, 
the export from this port was over 31,000,000 
gallons, without tank steamers, principally in 
cases, and shipments to Russian ports were 
about 8,000,000 gallons more. Therefore it is 
presumable that the demand at Batoum next 
year will be considerably over 100,000,000 gal- 
lons, and as the maximum carrying capacity of 
the railway is not over 70,000,000 gallons per 
year, it seems very clear that the tank-steamer 
business is already overdone, and that these 
steamers must either monopolize the trade to 
the exclusion of the case trade or incur heavy 
lose. There is not the slightest doubt that this 
new feature in the business will be, if it is not 
already, greatly overdone, nor is there any 
doubt thatin overdoing it they will flood the 
European markets with Russian oil, which they 
will undoubtedly be compelled to sel! at a loss, 
and thus work great injur7 to the American 
trade. With these people the question of com- 
peting profitably with Amer.can petroleum 
does not seem to be cousidered, They simply 
continue the competition until their money 
and credit are gone, and at present it appears 
that both their money and credit are at a very 
low stage. The unfortunate financial condi- 
tion of the trade is made the subject of much 
newspaper writing, and petitions of all sorts 
are sent to the Government asking for aseist- 
ancein numerous ways. Of course, little at- 
tention is paid to these appeals for alms, and it 
is not at all likely that the Government will 
assist people who have shown themselves so 
utterly incapable of taking care of their own 
affairs as these people. Theironly hope, and at 
the same time their greatest fear, seems to boa 
monopoly of the business by some great capi- 
tuliste, preeumably the Rothschilds. It is very 


safe to say that a monopoly of this business 
will be very difficult to acq , and at the firet 


and deep, will go up to St. Petersburg for pro- 
tection against it. 
COUNTERFEITING AMERICAN MARKS. 

In the case trade of Batoum, the American 
trade marks have been extensively counter- 
feited, but I am pleased to say only by three or 
four of the smaller dealers, The large dealers 
and refiners have been working with a view of 
establishing a trade that can be depended upon 
in the future, and consequently have exported 
the best refined they could purchase or manu- 
facture under their own trade marks. The 
parties who have counterfeited the American 
trade marks have always sold under these 
marks the very cheapest refined obtainable, de- 
pending entirely upon the marks to sell the 
goods, consequently it is not at all surprising 
that complaints of the quality of American oil 
have been heard from time to time in the past 
three years from the Levantine ports, There 
can be no doubt that most of these complaints 
were caused by the ignorance of the consumer 
in being deluded by the almost fac-simile 
American marks upon Russian petroleum. 
The American brands most favored by Russian 
counterfeiters were Pratt’s “Radiant” and 
“Astral.” The owners of these brands have 
recently registered them in Russia, and will, I 
am informed, soon commence civil and crim- 
inal legal proceedings against the parties who 
have engaged in this disreputable business. 

RAILWAY FROM BAKU TO BATOUM, 

The railway from Batoum to Baku is 660 
miles long, and is an exceedingly expensive 
road to operate, owing to the heavy grades in 
crossing the mountains. The highest point 
upon the road is the Suram Pass, about 135 
miles east of Batoum, which is over 3,000 feet 
above the level of the Black Sea. Upon the 
west side of the mountain the average grade 
for 34% miles is 185 feet to the mile, and 144 miles 
of it is 238 feet to the mile. Upon the east side 
of the mountain there is a grade of 253 feet to 
the mile, but the greatest grade shown by the 
Officia] statisties is 238 feet to the mile for near- 
ly 2 miles, while the average grade for 6 miles 
is 210 feet to the mile. Work will soon be com- 
menced upon a tunnel, or rather two tunnels, 
along anda short one, through the mountain 
at Suram, which when completed will materi- 
ally lessen the grade. The long tunnel will be 
almost 3 miles, and, asthe contour of the road 
will Lave to be changed materially for 10to 13 
miles, it is estimated that the work will require 
about four years for itg completion. There is 
some talk about the railway capacity being 
temporarily increased next year by double- 
t-acking the road over the pass, but this would 
also require a great deal of time and money, 
and I have been reliably informed that nothing 
of the kind is contemplated by the company. 
The railway company is steadily adding new 
tank cars to its rolling stock, and it is said that 
by January 1 there will be 600 more tenk cars 
in service than at present, while early in 1887 
850 more will be put in service by two large re- 
fining firms, How much these additions to the 
tank car service will increase the petroleum 
carrying capacity of the railway Iam unable 
tosay. It requires about one hour and twen- 
ty-five minutes for a passenger train to cross 
the Suram Pass, a distance of 10 miles, and for 
a freight train nearly two hours; and witha 
constantly increasing general freight business 
it would not seem that the petroleum carrying 
capacity could be increased materially. The 
price charged by the railway for transporting 
oil from Baku to Batoum is, at present rate of 
exchange, about 1.4 cents per gallon, and the 
yard charges, etc., at Batoum will increase the 
price to about 1}4 cents per gallon. 

PIPE LINE, 
For some years there has been a great deal of 
‘talk about a pipe line from Baku to the Black 
Sea, but until this year it was contended by 
well-advised people that a concession for the 
purpose of constructing a pipe line would 
never be granted by the Russian Government, 
because it had guaranteed the interest upon 
the bonded debt of the Transcaucasian Rail- 
way, and until last year had always had a large 
amount to pay for this guarantee. It was ar- 
gued that such a concession, which would de- 
prive the railway of alarge proportion of its 
earnings and thus proportionately increase the 
annual deficit to be made up by the Govern- 

ment, would not be granted. 

In April of this year, however, it was ru- 
mored in Baku that the Russian authorities 
had intimated to some of the leading people in 
the petroleum trade that a pipe line concession 
was to be granted, and that a committee of the 
ministry had been appointed to devise ways 
and means for the construction of the line. 
Nothing more was beard of the project until 
very recently, and now one hears of little else, 
although the Baku trade is by so means unan- 
imously in favor of the project. Here in Ba- 
toum one hears nothing favorable, and a great 
deal against euch a pipe line. It is claimed that 
the construction of the line by the people most 
interested, i, e., the trade itself, is out of the 
question, because of its impoverished financial 
condition. It must then be constructed by 
fereign capital or the Government, and al- 
though at present the hopes of the tradeare 
based upon the construction by the Govern- 
ment, no one belioves that there is the remoi- 
est chance of the Government constructing it, 
because it would not be of the silghtest use for 
military purposes. The people here say the 
scheme cannot be presented to foreign capi- 
talists in a favorable light for the following 
reasons;

The fact is, the industry 
is suffering from too much misdirected energy, 
which is a remarkable thing in Russia, Th 
energy of the trade in the past three years bas 
been directed against the American product, 
and in the efforts of the Russians to drive the 
American article out of the markets of Eu 
rcpe the home trade has been badly misman- 
aged. 

In Russia, with a population of 91,000,0H, 
where the home product is protected by a duty 
of 11 to 12 cents per gallon, it is generally 000 
ceded that the legitimate manufacturers of 
illuminating oils have reaped no profit finan 
cia!ly in the past two years, owing to bad com- 
mercial management and & ruinous compet 
tion among themselves.

They were 
tod these dyes were fugitive and poisonous, 
withatthere could not be produced from 
them ss fine a shade as was obtained from the 
vegetable dyes. Now all this was fallacious.

Prime Lagos palm oil is held at 5c in a job- 
bing way and palm kernel at 544@534c, accord- 
ing to quantity. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

The lard oll market is firmer than at last 
writing. but qucted the same, viz., 60@6lc for. 
prime city or prime western in a jobbing way 
Some western oil of prime quality can be 
bought under the above quotations, as there is 
always a difference in value according to brand. 
The indications favor a stronger market, as an 
official report from Washington showing the 
decrease in the crop of hogs has influenced 
higher figures to rule in the market for lard. 
The movement Is tolerably fair, but the freight 
question is interfering somewhat with business 

Oleo oil is held to steady prices of &@lUc, ac. 
cording to grade, Offerings are limited and 
sellers few in this market, as most of the busi- 
ness is done in Chicago. 

Red saponified and elaine oils are having 
their share of business, especially the latter, 
which has been taken in unusual quantities at 
3c and a shade under. In a jobbing way 33c 
is the price. Repressed saponified oil is slow 
of sale at 40c. 

Sperm oil has been in better demand, sales 
being reported at New Bedford of 1,100 bbis 
crude for export at 73c, and 150 bbls for domes- 
tic use at same figure.

Letters from St Helena 
report the following New Bedford whalers: 
The ship Eliza Adams arrived March 5, having 
taken 110 bbis of sperm and 160 bbls of whale 
oil this cruise. The bark President arrived on 
the l4th with 350 bbis of oil since leaving Ca- 
benda. The bark Kathleen arrived previous to 
the 15th with 1,050 bbls of sperm; would ship 
100 bb!s per schooner Lottie Beard. The Kath- 
leen repo. ts Jan 2 the bark Gray Hound, with 
60 bbis of sperm and 90 bbis of whale cil, and 
the bark Morning Star and Ships California and 
Tiger, with no oil and would leave the grounde, 
the Niger for New Zealand. 

Whalebone is not in demand. Va!'ycs stil! 
range between $2 85@3 26 per lb, according to 
quality. Present stocks at New Bedford have 
been increased by the arrival of 2,500 lbs.

The Boaru of Directors fixed the price to be 
pid for cotton seed, and charged it as they 
deemed, but the business of buying and of cun 
toting for the purchase of seed at or within 
the price as fixed by the board devolved exclu- 
ively upon Marx, and upon the agents em- 
poyed by him or placed under his control. Marx 
Mepreented the association in its ordinary deal- 
logs with the outside world, His name alone 
Ukeretary and manager appeared upon ite 
keter beads, and he alone conducted its corres- 
bondence as its recognized and authorized rep-

reserving the right to terminate their relations 
or to change the price of seed upon reasonable 
notice. On Oct, 2) Marx wrote to plaintiff ad- 
vising him not to make contracts with his seed 
shippers as they could got guarantee him $18 a 
ton for the entire season. The pricc was, huw- 
ever, malotained, and the plaintiff shipped seed 
during the latter part of 1881 and the first five 
months of 1882, for which he was paid $18 the 
total amount shipped being about 500 tons. 

In June or July, 1882, arrangements were 
made to procure see for the approaching sea- 
son of 1882-3; the mills in Texas during the 
preceding year had competed with each other 
in the purchase of seed, and had forced the 
price up so that it was soldin Texas at $9, $10, 
$11, and as bigh as $15 perton; the average 
freight to New Orleans being $7 per ton, would 
therefore have made the cost delivered in the 
city from $16 to $22; there was nothing in Jane 
or July, 1882, to indicate that any amicable ar- 
rangements would be made for the season of 
1882-3, nor was it possible at that time to fore- 
see whether 


THE SUPPLY OF SEED 
would be large or smail. Added to this the de- 
fendants appear to have been advised by the 
Memphis association, with which they had an 
agreement for division of territory, of a threat - 
ened opposition prejected by Hicks & Thomp- 
son, at Memphis, with the avowed purpose of 
invading the territory which the two associa- 
tions named had appropriated and divided, and 
from which the defendants drew the bulk of 
their supply of seed. 

Upon receipt of this advice Marx wrote to 
plaintiff, asking as to the outlook for purchas- 
ing seed in Texas then approaching, and plain- 
tff,through Heflin, whom he had placed in 
charge of his business, replied that the pros- 
pect was fair, and thut he was making efforts 
to handle seed on a larger scale than before. 
The judge concludes that it was to the advan- 
tage and interest of defendants in view of the 
above state of affairs to make arrangements 
for the approaching season with a responsible 
party for the delivery of a large quantity of 
seed from Texas at $18 per ton, and he gays it 
was not surprising that on July 17 the Board of 
Directors adopted a resolution to get all the 
seed possibie from Texas at a cost not exceed- 
ing $18 delivered here. Acting on thie resolu- 
tion Mr. Marx went to Texas and completed a 
contract with plaintiff's agente, wh«reby the 
latter agreed to purchase for defendants from 
July 20, 1882, to the same date of 1883, all the 
cottonseed that he could 

AT PLACES IN TEXAS, 
south of the Texas and Pacific Railroad, run- 
ning from Marshall to Weatherford, and to 
ship to New Orleansat his own expense; the 
amount to be so purchased and shipped to be 
not less than 2,600 tons, or ite equivalent, 50,000 
sacks. The defendants agreed to pay $18 per 
ton therefor. Tne defendants agreed further 
that they would report to plaintiff all seed re- 
ceived by them from the territory embraved in 
the contract from persons other than the plain- 
tiffand would pay to plaintiff the difference 
between the cost of such seed and the amount 
agreed to be pald to plaintiff, Marx, on his re- 
turn to New Orleans, shipped 10,000 sacks to 
the plaintiff to be filled, and the latter secured 
warehouses, etc, to store and made other ar- 
rangements, 

In the early part of August ‘the Texas mille 
were organized into an association and an 
agentsent to New Orleans to get the New Or- 
leans mills into the pool. Marx was seen by 
the representative, who offered him a propor- 
tioa of alltheseed to be purchased equal to 
that allowed to their largest mill, about 15,uC0 
tons. The proposition was accepted by Marx,

and the price of seed on the Texas market wes 
fixed at $8, so that defendaots would have their 
seed laid down in New Orleans at $15 per ton. 
Marx then went to Galveston and tried to effect 
4 settloment with plaintiff’s agent. but falled. 
He informed him, however, the judge thinks, 
that their 


CONTRACT WOULD NOT BE CARRIED OUT, 
and he thereafrer refused to carry out tha con- 
tract. “My conclusion upon this branch of the 
case,’’ says Judge Monroe, “is that Marx, act- 
ing as the defendant's representative, made 
the contract sued on, and that it was subse- 
quently violated without cause and from mo- 
tives of interest.”” Marx was vested with au- 
thority to bind the defendants, and they are 
responsible, but he violated no instructions. 

The judge continues: “I have not been con- 
vinced, however, that there was auy consider- 
ation to support the obligation arsumed by 
Marx, on defendants’ behalf, to receive an tn- 
definite amount of seed which the plaintiff was 
placed under no obligation to deliver, and I 
findthe doctrine laid down by the Supreme 
Court of this State, that an agent with general 
powers is not authorized to bind his principal 
in a coptract which imposes no obligation 
upon the contracting party authorities. The 
doctrine of these cases quoted is, I think, ap- 
Dlicable to the cise at bar in so far asthe 
Plaintif seeks to hold the defendants under 
the contract to receive seed in excess of the 
2,500 tons which he agreed to deliver; since 
there was no obligation on his part to deliver 
such excess and, hence, 

NO CONSIDERATION FOR ANY OBLIGATION 
on their part to receive the same, or, otherwise. 
in regard to it save thie: That if the plaintiff 
acting under the belief superinduced by the 
contract as made and by the representations of 
defendants’ agent that defendants would re- 
ceive allthe seed which he could deliver, in- 
curred expenses which he would not otherwise 
have incurred, he should be reimbursed those 
expenses, at least to the extent to which they 
were Ineurred in good faith, and up to the time 
at which he was notified that defendants would 
not receive the seed. 

“I apprehend that no jurisprudence, if there 
{se any, supporting purely option contracts, 
which purport to bind one party, without con- 
sideration, and to leave the other free, will find 
favor in this tate; and I imagine that the cases 
in which what are called option con'racts Lave 
been sustained w'l! be found, asarul, to ret

Mr, Kline gave it as his opinion that the res- 
olution was not strong enough to ring about 
gremedy. The resolution did not alter the 
present situation as the proprietors were 
enforcing their contracts and need not be re- 
quested to do what they are doing. Mr. Dalley 
also took the same ground and said he stated 
his objections to the resolut’on at the commit- 
tee meeting. Mr. Henry and others favored its 
adoption, The resolve was finally passed but 
the vote was given inan uncertain and indif- 
ferent manner which indicated that the gentle- 
men had little faith in its results, but concluded 
to acoept it in absence of anything beiter. 

The draft of a letter was then presented 
which had been prepared by Mr. Henry for 
Jobn Park & Sons who had egreed to sign it. 
The document was to the effect that the con- 
tracts would he faithfully adhered to when- 
ever the proprietors requested. The last word 
retired it to oblivion as it was deemed a loop- 
hole tor eacape. The general sentiment was 
against any favor being shown the accused 
firm, and several persons protested in strong 
language against the acceptance of any agree- 
ment asthe other one had not been observed. 
Mr. Henry argued in favor of the letter and 
mid the agreement was written in stronger 
termsthan the previous one, but a motion to 
lay on the table prevailed. 

Mr. Dalley then moved for the appointment 
of acommit:ee of seven to take into consider- 
ation a new contract plan, and report at a 
future time. He outlined a scheme for the 
forfeiture of all rebates whenever a con- 
tract was violated, the rebates to be placed in 
the custody of a committee. The gentleman 
spoke of the necessity for action in another 
direction from which proprietors were drift- 
ing,and advised that a stronger meagure of 
protection to trade be sdopted than the reco - 
lution referred to above. The appoint- 
ment of a committee met with favor, 
and remarks were made to that effect 
by several speakers, It was suggested to 
aid five members of the wholesale as- 
welstion, but thisaroused Mr. Warner who 
didn’t want to have any connection with the 
NW.

Cantharides sell slowly in jobbing lots with 
prices favoring the buyer to some extent. The

for whole and $1@1 05 for powdered. 

Carbolic acid receives little attention at the 
moment and prices are somewhat nominal. We 
quote 35@370c for drums and 40@45c in bottles.

Penpyroyal oil is weaker, the effort made 
some time ago to corner the market having 
evidently been abindoned.

NOT TO DESTROY THEM. 


Having in these pages and by other means assured those who may have had any doubts on the subject, 
that we should not reduce our prices to the level of those of anyof our competitors, or lower the standard 
of our goods to their standard, we beg to add some forcible reasons why low prices should not be encour- 
aged by distributors. These reasons, which we quote from an address delivered before the Pharmacists of St. 
touis, a month ago, show how so astute a merchant as 


MR. JAMES RICHARDSON DEPRECATES LOW PRICES. 


“J will now leave this branch of the subject by remarkfng that one valuable fact has been proven by the present 
method of conducting the trade, a lesson as valuable to the retailers as it is to the wholesalers themselves. 

“It is this: There is nothing made in the long run by buying goods very cheap, for it invariably follows that such 
goods will be sold at a still smaller profit than before. The experience of the retailers affords ample proof of that fact for they 
are making less money now than they made in times that are gone. It comes about in this way: Ten per cent. made upon 
nothing yields nothing for profit thereon, while the same per cent. upon something invariably does. It follows in all classes 
of trade that just as goods are bought low, the percentage of profit in selling must be increased in the same proportion or the 
result will turn out against you all the time. The facts in the conduct of both branches of our business for the several past 
years have been that all hands as they purchased at low prices have insisted on selling at lower percentages still, and the 
result, if continued much longer, will relegate us all into the ranks of the purely benevolent class, Would we not show good 
sense by abandoning the present way before we find ourselves there?” 





The logic of theseremarks is unanswerable and affords the strongest possible 


PURELY MERCANTILE ARGUMENT 


against reducing prices onany class of goods that is not yielding exorbitant profits to the manufacturer or 
distributor, or the sale of which could not be increased by such reductions more than enough to compensate 
or the loss in the margin of profit. But Mr. Richardson was not unmindful of the still 


MORE IMPORTANT PROFESSIONAL REASON 


for not entering upon or encouraging low prices, namely, that debased prices mean debased goods. In speak- 
ingof scalpers and “‘ black sheep” of various sort, he said: 


“It is to such men as these that we owe all this bad state of our affairs. But there are few, very few: and would there 
were none. There are many less among us than spread this virulent pestilence through mos‘ other branches of trade. Do 
not see them, do rot mind them; butdo your honorable business in equally honorable ways, regardless of their wily and 
dishonorable tactics. Sell your goods in all cases for fair and living profits—profits which your time, incessant labur, ex- 
— and skill expended thereon, justly entitle you to receive. Persevere in doing your business on this, and on only 
this plar. 

POTD due time you will find it out, if you do not know it already, that all trade that is worth having, prefer to deal with 
open and fair minded men. * * * * * * Stand firm, then, on these honest and strong foundations upcn 
which our past success was achieved. Do not lower your standard one iota, but raise it s‘ill higher and higher.” 

The importance of this advice cannot be overstated. The responsibility resting upon physicians and phar 
macists, rests equally upon distributors, and they cannot permit commercial instincts to over-ride their sense 
of such responsibility and lead them to handling goods which are made to be sold on the “Cheap John” basis. 
There are no kinds of goods made which permit of more sophistication than pharmaceutical preparations, and 
whappily, the sophistication frequently cannot be discovered until the failure of the goods in the physician’s 
hands has led to most serious results, or until it is exposed by chemical analysis. 

We have no disposition, nor has it ever been our policy, to compete with good, bad or indifferent makes of 
goods in our line. The standards employed by us alone, are simply those within the reach of any conscientious 
manufacturer, and when strictly adhered to, settle completely the question of prices. Measured by tha 
Standard of real value, our goods are cheaper than those of any other manufacturer, and we therefore have 
. cause either to reduce our prices or depart from the absolutely Pharmacopaial standards to which we have 
always adhered in deference to the professional relations which the manufacturer of surgical and pharma- 
ceutical articles bears to the physician and pharmacist. 

We believe distributors will agree with Mr. Richardson that there is neither mercantile nor professional 
_ for a reduction in prices, and will appreciate the motives which lead us to maintain the standard of our 
goods and the prices that yield distributors as well as ourselves, a fair return for the time, labor and capital 


employed in handling these goods and the skill, care, and experience involved in their production.

The Russian Petroleum Trade. 
(Continued from page |12) 

©an crude consists in the fact that Rus- 
sian distillate, which is a manufactured 
oil, is allowed to enter Austro Han- 
wary as crude oil, and by paying crude oil 
duty. This is not done secretly, but openiy, 
and of course with the consent of the govern- 
ment, The combined chemical skiil at Baku— 
and Huagary too, perbaps—has for some time 
past been directed to experimenting with a 
view to discovering the most profitable com- 
binatioa of distillate and residuum for Austro- 
Hungarian export that will not be lighter than 
0.830 specific gravity—38 deg. Beaume—and the 
result isan article containing 90 per cent illu- 
minating distillate and 10 per cent astatki, the 
latter being valuable for fuel. Consequently 
the Fiume and Pesth refiners, instead of pay - 
ing the lawful duty upon an article that will 
yield only 40 per cent refined oil, are getting 
for that duty an article that will yield three 
times as much /liuminant, with less labor, time 
and expense. and this business certainly should 
be profitable, 

The volume of this export isso rapidly in- 
creasing, and it so directly affects the Ameri- 
can petroleum interests, that it seems but right 
and proper that the Department of State should 
be advised of it in order that it may obtain the 
attention of the A nerican petroleum export- 
ers and arouse them to a realization of the prc- 
portions which this unfair competition may 
attain. Consul-General Jussen gives the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian import duties upon petroleum 
as follower: Crude, of 0.830 specific gravity and 
heavier (39 deg. Beaume), at 12 deg. Reaumur. 
1.10 florins, gold, per 100 kilos; crude, under 
0.830 specific gravity, 2 florins, gold, per 100 
kilos; refined, 0.870 specific gravity and under 
(31 deg. Beaume), 10 florins, gold, per 100 kilos. 

Natural American crude, which yields from 
70 to 85 per cent illuminant, comes under the 
2 florins rate of duty, while natura) Ruseian 
crude, which yields only 27 to 80 per cent illu- 
minant, comes under the J.10 florin rate of 
duty, and cannot possibly compete with either 
American crude or the heavier native Austrian 
product from the Galician wells. 

The article exported from Batoum and ad- 
mitted as crude oil at Fiume, paying tha 1.10 
fiorics per 100 kilos duty, is not a natural crude 
nor is crude oi! used in its composition, but is 
a combination of manufactured oils prepared 
solely for the purpose of defrauding the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian revenue. 

Russian illuminating distiliate is much heav- 
ier than American, about 0 823 specitic gravity 
—40 deg. Beaume—and experiments made for 
tbe particular purpose have resulted in the 
preparation of a beavy and valuable lubricat- 
ing oil distillate, the Austro-Hungarian duty 
upon which is 1.9%) florins, gold, per 100 kilos, 
which is mixed with illuminating oil distiilate 
in the proportion of 15 and 85, 10 and 9), and 
ia some cases it is boasted 56 and 95, thus form- 
ing an article of 0.830 specific gravity or heav- 
ier, which will yield 100 per cent valuable mer- 
chantable products, which, as before stated. is 
admitted at Fiume at the same rate of duty as 
the law requires for a natural oil which wi.) 
not yield over 60 per cent merchantable pro- 
ducts in Austro-Hungary. 

Taking the average wixture as 10 per cent 
lubricating distillate ani 90 per cent illuminat- 
ing. the gain to Austro Hungarian importers 
of this article is as follows, in gold florins:

The export of this article in the month 
November wes over 1,000,000 gallons, while this 
mooth it has reached already 1,800,(00 galions, 
with another steamer loading. 

Estimating 30 gallons to 100 kilograms, the 
export for December will amount to 600,(00 ki- 
lograms, and the amount of profit derived by 
the haif dozen importere, or perhaps more 
properly the amount of the government sub 
sidy given them, asit appears like a subsidy, is 
204,600 gold florins, or over $100,000 in one 
mooth,s8o that it is not at all surprising trat 
such a profitable business is growing rapidly. 

At present there are regularly in this trade 
four steamers carrying the stuff in barrele, one 
steamer carrying it in bulk, with another 
bulk-carrying steamer expected very soon, 
while a number of sailing vessels are occa- 
sionally employed. 

At Baku and Batoum no efforts are made to 
disguise the character of this export, but on 
the contrary it appears to be a source of great 
pride to those engaged in the business, and no 
Pains are epared apparently to publish this ev- 
idence of the remarkable favor which the few 
people profiting by this subsidy are in with 
their government. 

It is cleared through the Batoum custom 
bouse as distillate, and with such notoriety 
here it is impowible that the Fiume customs 
officers are ignorant of the fact that instead of 
it beiog a. ostoral crude oil it is a combination 
of manufactured ojjp; consequently, it be- 
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hooves the American petroleum exporters, 
whose natural crude petroleum this Russian 
manufactured article is rapidly displacing in 
Austria-Tlungary, to look this matter square- 
ly in the face, if they have not already done 80, 
and recognizing asa fact that this unjust dis- 
crimination against them meets with the ap- 
proval of the Austro-Hungarian government, 
prepare if possible to protect themselves 
against it. 
VOLUME OF PETROLXUM BUSINESS,

volume of the Russian petroleum business can 
be formed, and the map ofthe Apsheron Pe- 
ninsula annexed will give a fair idea of the 
tested and supposed oil territory in the vicin- 
ity of Baku. This map is made from an old 
Russian map published im connection with a 
geological report several years ago. and is the 
best and only small map of the territory I bave 
seen,

NOVOROSSISK AND ILSKY. 

The petroleum operations in Ruseia, next in 
importance to those at Baku, have been at 
Ilsky, about 50 miles east of the port of Novor- 
ossisk, which is 260 miles northeast of Batoum, 
upon the northeastern coast of the Black Sea. 
I speak of these operations in the past tense 
because at present little or nothing is being 
done at this place. 

In this vicinity, oil, of different qualities and 


insignificant quantities, was found a great 
mavy yeara ago, but no operations worthy of 
consideration were commenced until avout the 
year 1373, when a Colonel Novosilteoff began 
operations upon land leased from the Russ’an 
Govcroment. Owing to Colonel Novosiltsoff’s 
financial difficulties, however, his leases passed 
to an American, who organited a company in 
Marseilles and commenced working near Iisky 
in the pear 1878. In afew years, however, the 
Frenchmen became dissatisfied with the man- 
agement of the American, endeavored to get 
the bu:iness out of bis bands, but finding this 
impossible by law, owing to the bri.liant man- 
agement of the American, they paid him a 
large sum of money for his interest, and ob- 
tained exclusive control of the business, illus- 
trating the old story of combination of money 
and experience ending with exnerience and 
money. This American is, I believe, one of the 
ver} few men, if not the only man. who has 
made money out of the Russian petroleum bus- 
iness, 

The area of the territory developed at Ilsky 
ig not more than one mile equare, upon which 
70 wells have been drilled, almost all of which 
were producers in limited quantities, of crude 
oil of various qualities. The greater number 
produced from a depth of 100 to 600 feet, small 
quantities of very heavy oil, from 097°2 to 
0.0459 epecific gravity (l4 deg. to 18 deg, 
Beaume). A few, however, produced a lighter 
crude, 0 8860 to 0.9641 specific gravity (28 deg. to 
32 deg. Beaume), from depths varying from 400 
to 800 feet. One well was drilled toa depth of 
1,200 feet, but was not a profitable producer. 
Only one well produced largely and it is vlaim- 
ed commenced flow'ng at the rate of 3,000 bar- 
rels per day, but declined rapidly, and soon 
stopped entirely, owing, it i+ said, to the fact 
thet the pipe in it was too email, and conse- 
quently was :oon filled up with mud. 

A three inch pipe line from Ilsky to Novor- 
ossisk was constructed in 1451 and 1882, and 
with three pumping-stations. The pumps 
were of English manufacture, and the pipe 
Scotch,’and although the greatest elevation to 
overcome was only 700 feet,and the Novoros- 
sisk terminus much lower than Iisky, the line 
was a failure, owing to the quality of the oil to 
be pumped, and the Ioferiority of the pipe and 
pumps. Three more pumping stations were 
added, with American pumps, making six in a 
distance of 47 miles. The new pumps were too 
Dowerful for the pipe, and the result is that 
the line, although occasionally operated, con- 
sistas now principally of flange unions. 

Tanks were constructed at Iisky and Novor- 
ossisk to bold 100,000 barrels of oil, A rm finery 
of 300 barrels per day capacity was erected at 
Novorossisk, and also docke, machine-shops, 
luboratories, all upon a grand scale. At Ilsky 
stills were erected to heat the oil,as it was 
found impossible to pump it without heating 
it and extracting as much of the water from it 
as possible, but it requires distillation to thor- 
oughly extract the water from the oil. 

The administration ef the company at Nov- 
orossisk and Ilsky was remarkably large and 
complete. There was no Jack of “general” of- 
ficers and “sou,” officers, all wonder- 
fully proficient theoretically, but all 
practically ignorant of the petrole.m 
business. The work of drilljog and 
pipe-line construction was performed by Am- 
ericans of great experience in ihe business, 
but of course badly hampered by the ignorance 
and theories of their superior officers,and bad 
materials furnished them. Notwithstanding 
ali the difficulties they had to contend with, 
they worked very succeesfully, drilling, as I 
have before stated, one well to the depth of 
1,200 feet, and mavy others 80) and 9(0 feet. 

The revenue of the company was derived 
principally from assecements upoa the stock- 
holders, It bad, however,a limited market in 
the spring and autumn for heavy oil at Iisky, 
to which place at these seasons, carts from the 
Kubao River country came in great numbera 
and took this heavy oil for fuel and axle grease 
using it In ite crude state for both purposes, as 
their axles are made of wood. It was also ship- 
ped in such small quantities ag it was possible 
to push througb the pipe-line to Rostoff, on the 
Don and there sold generally at aloss.8ome was 
shipped to Marseilles, the headquarters of the 
company, for experimenta! purposer, and from 
the fact that very little was sent there, and 
shipmenta have now ceased, itis fair to pre- 
sume that the result of the experiments with it 
was unsatisfactory. 

There was ycry little refined petroleum made 
at Novorossisk, as the heavy oils would not 
yield any illuminant, and the production of 
the lighter crude was always smail and very 
uncertain, and this crude also contained a very 
small proportion of illuminant. There isa 
story which every new-comer in this country 
hears about some shallow wells in this vicinity 
many years ago producing crude containing 35 
per cent. illuminant, but confirmation of this 
legend isimpossibis. Of course a diversion 
like this could not go on forever, for stock- 
holders, although not tiring very easily, 

must eventually become exbausted. In Octo- 
ber last year all the Amorican ewployes but 
one were discharged and expenses greatly re- 
duced by an almost entire cessation of drilling, 
after an investment of over $2,000,000 had been 
made, 

In May last this $2,900,000 was represented by 
a production of 175 bar.els of 28 deg, Beaume 
crude per day from fourteen wells, 80 barrels 
per day of heavy oil 14 deg. to 16 deg. Beaume,

About fifteen or sixteen Years ago, ata Tar. 
tar vilage. Kop-Kootchigan, about » tails 
south of Kertch, a heavy oil was found at, 
depth of 8 to 180 feet, by digging holes without 
the al? of machicery. The oil Was Ob! ained by 
skimming it from the surface of the wate 
with which the holes were allowed to remais 
filled. Two years ago there were 115 of thee 
holes, protected by barrels sunk into thelr tos 
still to be seen, but no oll had been taken frum 
them for twelve years. These holes and thea 
springs which exist io many of the salt lake 
which are found all over this part of the Crimes 
it is said induced these Frenchmen to lease an 
immense tract of land here, several million 
acres it is said, and commenced prospecting for 
petroleum of a better quality and in larger 
quantities. They commenced by procuring 
Americans of experience to do the work, and 
kept Americans until last February, when they 
suspended operat:ons. The following is the 
result of their operations: 

At Chingalek, about 16 miles south of Kerth, 
seven wells have been drilled to various depths, 
the deepest of which being 9i0 feet and pro- 
duced for a short time about 60 barrels « day 
of crude oil, said to contain 35 per cent. of i+ 
lumipant and 30 per cent. lubricating oll.

The demand for dyewood extracts continues 
gasd, and prices havea firm support. We cun-

The bulk of the crop was as usual made over 
to the febrifuge factory. 

The demand for the febrifuge was not as 
great as the previous years, and this is as- 
cribed to the presenee at the three presidency 
depots of a large quantity—7,000 lbs.—of Lon- 
dun made febrifuge, sent for sale under in- 


structions from the Secretary of State. Until, 
therefore, this large supply has been absorbed, 
the demand for the Bengal febrifuge must 
necessarily be limited. Why the Secretary of 
State should send out London made febrifuge 
for sale toIndia [He sent out febrifuge manu- 
factured in London from Government bark, as 
an experiment.—ED ] when it can be as well 
manufactured here, it is not quite clear. It can- 
not have any other than a deterring effect on 
the Indian industry, which at present is 
very largely in the hands of the Govern- 
mentof India, not to speak of private enter- 
prise. The outturn Of febrifuge from the fac- 
tory is regulated by the demand, which fell 
from 6,464 Ib, in 1884-85 to 4,748 lb. during 1885- 
86. This ‘demand’ was limited owing to the 
7,000 lp. of febrifuge having been sent out by 
the Secretary of State, and thus the connec- 
tion between the two is established. The In- 
dian revenue from this source has, therefore, 
suffered. The cost of manufacture was also 
more than in preceding years, owing totho in- 
troduction of animproved method of working 
the factory. So that although the cost of man- 
ufacture increased by five annas per |b. in the 
case of ordinary, and eight annas per ib. in the 
case of crystalline febrifuge, the percontage of 
febrifuge, obtained from the bark was raised 
by three per cent by the new method, The in- 
crease in the cost of manufacture is also as- 
cribed to the smaller quantity manufactured. 
It will thus be seen that the Secretary of 
State’s venture has not proved a very paying 
one, The issues during the year decreased by 
1,653 lb. as compared with the preceding year, 
having been respectively 5,499 lb, and 7.152 Ib. 

During the past year there was a heuvy fall 
in the market price of quinine; the ruling price 
having been only R2-10 per ounce. To this

The total expenditure 
on the Bengal plantations amounted to R79,- 
728, which in R18,077 below the budget allot- 
ment, Of this the sum of R12,062 represents the 
capital expenditure on the young trans-Teesta 
plantation at Rungjung, which has not yet 
come into bearing; and the balance, R67,675, the 
working expenses of the old plantations at 
Mungpoo, including Rungbee and Sittong. 
Thus the capital account is now brought up to 
R1,006,265. It is, however, explained that 
this has been recouped by the saving 
effected by the substitution of cinchona febri- 
fuge for quinine in Government medical insti- 
tutions. The gross revenue derived from the 
sale of febrifuge, seed, plants and bark 
amounted to R93,476, against R124,225 in the 
previous year. The actual profit on the year’s 
working is stated to have amounted to R30,22); 
but with the expenditure of R79,728, and the 
revenue at R93,476, the net profit would amount 
to R18,648. Itis, therefore, not clear how the 
above figures are arrived at. In addition to 
the “actual profit,”” Dr. King points out that 
2,064 lbs of febrifuge, supplied to Government 
medical institutions, and valued at R33,000, 
should be taken into account. The thanks of 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal are very 
properly accorded to Dr. King for his contin- 
ued efficient management of the department,
